The Directory, which is free to 
anyone who sends a postcard to the 
Foundation at 145 Tremont St. 
Boston, Mass. 02111, and requests 
one (they are also available in bulk at 
a nominal charge), lists the names 
and addresses of all state Reps and 
Sen’s, and their addresses, both by 
their district and alphabetically. It 
also lists the Constitutional Officers 
and their home addresses and the 
Gov’s Council. 

It also lists the Mass. Senators and 
Congressmen, with both their home 
and office addresses. It also tells the 
Congress. District of each of the 
cities and towns. 

The Directory gives helpful advice 
on how to contact the leg. which 
method to use and how best to use it; 
the correct form of address for the 
different offices and other helpful 
info.

Present legislation covering porn. 
is limited to enabling a resident who 
receives objectionable material to 
request the P.O. to order his name 
removed from the dealer's mailing 
list. 

“This is simply not adequate,” 
Conte continued. “My bill would 
make clear that pornographers would 
be required to determine whether 
their mailing lists include the names 
of families with school-age children.” 

In addition. Conte’s bill does not 
attempt to employ the difficult legal 
criteria for obsenity, but rather sets 
forth with particularity the materials 
proscribed for mailing to children or 
families with children. 

The only materials prohibited 
from such mailing or sale under terms 
of the bill are the stock-in-trade of 
smut merchants: Explicit portrayals

of sexual activities with no artistic 
purpose other than to appeal to 
prurient interests, Conte explained. 

A recent Supreme Court decision, 
Ginzburg vs. New York, has held that 
sexually offensive materials are not 
constitutionally protected where the 
interests of minors are concerned. 

“Tt is my conviction,” Conte said, 
“that my bill is completely consistent 
with this ruling, and would enable 
parents to effectively protect their 
children from offensive sexual 
material.”
